House of Lords

LONDON, Feb, 3. —(CP)— The

The house of lords, the heredi- 
tary chamber of parliament, now 
can delay legislation approved by 
the house of commons for two 
years. The labor government pro- 
poses to trim that power to one 
year, 

During debate on the govern- 
ment bill, Lord Halifax described 
the constitutional issue involved as 
one “which has embarrassed in 
some respects the life of the nation 
over many years.” 

The lords appeared on the verge 
of reaching an agreement for an 
all-party conference to reform their 
chamber, However, they adjourned 
without settling the matter after

More Adults Needed 

In 1946 births so far exceeded deaths in 
Canada that the natural increase of popula- 
tion was more than 215,000, That was the 
greatest increase on record, 40,000 more than 
the previous high figure, set in 1945. 

A baby is exclusively a consumer, and re- 
mains almost exclusively 
cases, for fifteen or twenty years,. 
while there is a continuous loss of producers 
as older people drop off or get beyond the 
working period, but offset by the movement 
of boys and girls across the line that separ- 
ates school life from working life 

When births greatly outnumber deaths 
the result is an incr in the consuming 
population without a corresponding increase 
in the ranks of producers. That is one reason 
why it is desirable to bring into Canada, or 
admit to Canada, grown people from other 
countries, These increase the number of 
producers — and production, as well as the 
Dumber of consumers—and consumption, 

The present trend of things in Canada — 
as shown in the above figures, quoted from 
the Bureau of Statistics — is toward a great- 
er and growing demand for goods without 
a similar increase in supply.

At the fiftieth annual meeting of National Trust 
Company, Limited, Mr. W. M. O'Connor, 
President, said in part: 


The highlight in the 1947 statement is the transfer of 
$1,000,000 to our Reserve Fund. Half of this amount 
was transferred from Profit and Loss account and the 
other half from Contingent Reserve. The Reserve 
Fund is now $3,000,000, the amount at which it stood 
prior to the transfer of $1,250,000 to Contingent 
Reserve in 1937, 

On March 17, 1947, we officially opened our office 
tn Vancouver. I am happy to report that, thanks to 
the energetic efforts of Mr. Pearson, Assistant General 
Manager, and his staff at Vancouver, a gratifying volume 
of business has already been obtained. 

As this is the fiftieth annual meeting of the Com- 
pany, our Golden Anniversary, I am.thinking of the 
shareholders’ meeting today as a sort of family gather- 
ing, and under the circumstances my remarks are 
going to be strictly domestic and limited to some aspects 
of the business and the historical side of the Company. 
I therefore propose to pull down the Iron Curtain on 
Inflation, European ‘Recovery, International Bank, 
Private Enterprise, the Marshall Plan, and give them 
all a well-deserved holiday, 


COMPANY FORMED IN 1898 


On August 22nd, 1898, the Company opened for busi- 
ness in an office which occupied a small space in the 
premises of the Central Canada Loan and Savings 
Company, King and Victoria Streets, Mr. E. R. Wood, 
Managing-Director of Central Canada, was appointed 
Managing-Director of National Trust Company. 

I think that the rapid progress in the development of 
the business of the Company, which started almost 
immediately after its inception, was largely attributable 
to the original directorate which consisted of men 
outstanding in the business and financial life of the 
community. Many of the connections which they 
made for the Company with the business and financial 
world have been retained right through our fifty years 
of operation, Some of the most important transfer 
agencies and bond issue trusteeships of which we have 
charge today are the direct result of the connections 
made for the Company by the Directors shortly after 
we started in business. I feel that we have been 
singularly fortunate in having at all times through the 
life of the Company great strength in direction, This, 
as much as any single factor, is to my mind responsible 


for the great sucoess we have enjoyed, 


TRADITION OF PUBLIC SERVICE 


The tradition of public service has also been charac. 
teristic of the Directors of this Company. 

In 1911, Mr. W.'T. White, now the Right Honourable 
Sir Thomas White, resigned as General Manager of 
the Company to become Finance Minister of Canada; 
in 1915 Mr, J. W. Flavelle, afterwards Sir Joseph 
Flavelle, Bart., became Chairman of the Imperial Muni- 
tions Board; and Mr. A. E. Kemp, later Sir Edward 
Kemp, became Canada’s Minister of Militia. 

In the second World War the Chairman of our 
Board, the Honourable Leighton McCarthy, became 
Canada’s Ambassador to the United States, and the 
Right Honourable Vincent Massey served throughout 
the war as Canada’s High Commissioner to Great 
Britain. Mr. W. M. Birks was Chairman of the Canadian 
United Allied Relief Fund; Mr. J. P. Bickell became a 
close associate of Lord Beaverbrook in the latter's great 
achievement in the field of munition production; and 
Mr. E. P. Taylor held the key position of head of the 
British Purchasing Commission in Washington. Mr. 
Terence Sheard, one of our senior officers, was head 
of the Supply Division of the Air Force, 
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GROWTH OF ASSETS IS IMPRESSIVE 


The record of the Company's growth is impressive. In 1908 the assets of the 
estates, trusts and agencies which we were handling at that time amounted to 
$8,000,000; in 1918 these increased to $69,000,000; in 1928 to $178,000,008; 
in 1938 to $254,000,000; and at the beginning of 1948 they amounted to 
$312,000,000. This net increase in assets over the years, however, tells only 
part of the story. For example, last year we showed an increase in assets of 
$7,000,000 over the previous year. However, the real fact is thaf in 1947 
the new estates, trust and agency business entrusted to us for administration 
was over $31,000,000, The difference between these two figures represents 
payments of $24,000,000 made during the year to or on behalf of beneficiaries 
and clients, 


The most important element in this steady, substantial and healthy growth 
of the business of the Company is the confidence of the public in the security, 
integrity and efficiency of the Company, its directorate, management and staff. 


The Company has always taken pride in the quality and devotion of the 
members of its staff, and such pride was never better justified than it is today. 
The Company is proud of them and I know they are proud of the Company. 
As a group they have in full measure that team spirit which is the mark of a 
successful organization large or small; as individuals they have more than 
earned our thanks and fully deserve our confidence, as they have earned and 
deserve the confidence of the public, 


It is the spirit, ability and experience of our whole organization that give 
us the best assurance of its future. At fifty years of age the Company has 
reached maturity, but we believe it has lost none of the enthusiasm and energy 
so characteristic of its youth, Stronger in every way than ever before it can 
look forward with confidence to a future even more impressive than its record 


over the past fifty years,

Direction for Fifty Years 


In his address at the annual meeting of National 
Trust Cempany, Limited, Mr. H. V. Laughton, 
K.C., Vice-President and Genera] Manager, 
said in part: 


The President, in his usual lucid and very Interesting 
manner, has given you a brief picture of the history of 
the fifty years of the Company's existence, and what he 
has said, coupled with the figures in the balance sheet 
which speak for themselves, show in a very striking 
way the growth of the business of the Company. 


The balance sheet presented to the shareholders 
shows the net results of the business for 1947 and the 
present position of the Company. In addition the shares 
holders may rest assured that the practice adopted in 
the early days of the Company and adhered to without 
interruption, namely, of valuing all assets on a very 
conservative basis and providing ample reserves for any 
contingency that can be foreseen, has been followed 
once more in the preparation of the statement for 1947, 


NEW INCOME TAX LEGISLATION 


In July of last year the Mintster of Finance {ntros 
duced in the House of Commons an act respecting 
income taxes which when adopted would replace the 
Income War Tax Act and would be retroactive to 
January 1, 1948. The Minister stated it was not the 
intention to press the bill for enactment at the session 
and it was hoped that the various business and induse 
trial organizations throughout the country who were 
well equipped from a technical point of view to render 
a useful service to the country through an exhaustive 
analysis of this legislation would give careful study to 
the bill, and the Minister gave an assurance that any 
suggestions for improvement would be welcome. Fol- 
lowing this, many organizations, such as the Boards of 
Trade, Chambers of Commerce, Chartered Accountants 
Associations and others, including the Trust Come 
panies Associations, have appointed committees, and I 
understand that representations will be made to the 
Minister. The Minister is to be strongly commended 
for giving this opportunity for study and it is to be 
hoped that these suggestions, which will have been 
made by those well qualified to judge the effect of 
taxing provisions on the country as a whole, will 
receive the most careful consideration. I also once 
more strongly urge that at the present session the 
Dominion Government amend the Succession Duty 
Act to give complete exemption to gifts made for 
charitable purposes in Canada,

Once more I should like to refer to and express great 
satisfaction at the cordial relations that have at all 
times existed between the Company and the members 
of the legal profession, Lawyers generally feel that 
they are made welcome when they come to us for 
help or information, regardless of whether or not the 
Company will receive any business.

The exact mathematical outcome of Poland's “free and 
unfettered” election of January, 1947, was arranged by Josef 
Stalin at the Kremlin on August 28, 1946, 


STALIN FIXED the date of the™

to receive, And he fixed the ex- 
planation which the Polish govern 
ment must put forward in the event 
of protests from within Poland or 
from the Allies, 

His orders were given to Jacob} 
Berman, chief of the Polish Polit 
buro, Wladyslaw Gomulka, first 
vice premier of Poland and general 
secretary of the Communist Party 
in Poland; President Boleslaw 
Bierut, Communistic head of the 
National Council; Edward Osobka- 
Morawski, the Communist-sponsor- 
ed Socialist who then was Prime 
Minister of the Polish Provisional 
Government; Stanislaw Szwalbe, 
vice-president of Poland, and Josef 
Cyrankiewiez, general secretary of 
the corrupted Polish Socialist Party 

Cyrankiewicez, it was decided, 
would be made Prime Minister of 
the new government and a member 
of the Politburo—the shadow gov-| 
ernment which is really ruling Po 
land today. His appointment would 
appease elements of the Socialist 
government in Britain and France 
for Cyrankiewicz was professedly 
a Socialist 

Stalin ruled at thls meeting that} 
no matter how many votes were 
east in favor of Polish Peasant 
Party candidates it must be an- 
nounced that we attracted only 10 
per cent of the total cast 

One of the Socialists spoke up 
and asked, “But what about the 
Americans and British? What will 
they do?” 

“DON’T WORRY about the 
Americans and British,” Stalin said, 


“There will be no war about the 
elections, They will make a pro-

On my return from Copenhagen 
I sent Stalin a long memorandum, 
listing in detail the indignities 
being heaped upon us and warning 
him that the Polish people were 
now holding the USSR directly re- 
sponsible for all of their grief, 


He did not answer, but we 
noticed that the pressure on the 
Polish Peasant Party stepped up 
noticeably as the day of the elec- 
tion drew near, 

On September 18, over my pro- 
tests and those of the U.S. and 
British governments, the Com- 
munist-nominated provisional par- 
liament servilely passed an election 
law which provided: 

1.—THE WESTERN areas would 
have greater proportionate repre- 
sentation in the forthcoming elect- 
ed parliament; 

2.—Any Pole suspected of pre- 
vious collaboration with the Ger- 
mans, or current collaboration with 
the criminal underground, would be 
deprived of the vote.
